Battleship 
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The biggest battleship the world has 
aver seen was- launched the other day at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
It. It the U S S. 
Iowa, a 45 OOO-ton dreadnought fir t of a 
class of six such monsters now under con­ 
struction hi American 
shipyards. 
The 
other five are the New Jersey, the Missouri, 
the Wisconsin, the Illinois and the Ken­ 
tucky 
The Iowa was launched seven months 
ahead of schedule. 
Its specifications are 
a wartime secret, but It Is known that it 
has a main battery of sixteen-inch guns. 
It is 800 feet long and it Is the heaviest 
vessel ever set afloat by man. 
It 
took 
forty - p ve tons of grease to prepare the 
ways for Its entry Into the water 
It will 
displace enough water to flood forty-six 
acres to a depth of one foot 
The Iowa and its sister ships are being 
rushed to completion at a time when em ­ 
phasis on capital ships is lemm ing. 
Air 
power has made a great difference in sea 
warfare. 
Even the most heavily-armored 
warship Is vulnerable to air attack and 
must have air protection. Two months ago 
plans to build five 60.000-ton battleships 
were abandoned in favor of plans for a 
number of additional aircraft carriers. 
It may be that the Iowa and its sister 
ships will he the last great battleships built 
in the United States, but while other na­ 
tions build battleships the United State* 
must build them too. It is at least, reason­ 
able to be love that the Iowa and Its mate* 
will be a match for anything afloat.

But, whatever the total, lf the principle 
of excess profits taxation 
is 
right 
and 
sound, why should its application not be 
Tided to such individuals instead of 
g confined to corporations? 
To be sure, heavy Individual Income 
*s, as proposed, will take a considerable 
of these profiteers along with the rest 
of the people. 
But even so. these Individ­ 
uals would not be kicking into the treasury 
to the same extent to which corporations 
are required by the excess profits taxation. 
Under the pending tax bill, the excess 
profits over the 1936-39 averagfe earning 
power are subject to ninety per cent con­ 
fiscation after payment also of forty-five 
per cent normal tax plus surtax

be hard hit but nothing like that. Yet what 
is sauce for the goose ought to be sauce 
for the gander.

It wandered around instead of driving through. 
You could never make any time on such * 
road a* that. 
Well, the first road-builders did n t need to 
“make time " 
Their road was fast enough for 
their needs, fast enough for pounding hooves 
end rumbling wagon wheels, good enough for 
stubborn arms and patient hearts. It did very 
well indeed and w*» needn't feel so superior. 
Tile year* pass and the times change 
We 
make a new road to travel through life, and 
here and there on this road we catch glimpses 
of the old rood that other men traveled, and 
it seems quaint and inadequate and foolishlessly 
narrow to our rushing short-cut eyes, . . . But 
we MAY be wrong 
It wasn't much of a road 
but they made it th e m s e lv e s and it was exactly 
the kind of road they needed in those days— 
and though we push it aside we must pay it 
reverence.

Machinery Is Needed 


I have been asking officials and 
experts why the government could 
not take advantage of the closing 
down of some factories and the un­ 
employment around some cities, like 
New York, to Institute a bigger syn­ 
thetic rubber production program, 
devoted to absorbing this idle slack. 
A synthetic rubber production au­ 
thority could be 
Inaugurated 
by 
the government to pursue an affirm ­ 
ative tire producing program. 
Tile objections are logical, but. not 
insurmountable 
They say synthetic 
mbbermakers must be trained The 
unemployed are largely salesmen, or 
in the unskilled labor class. 
They say the existing program 
requires particular machinery of a 
character which already has bien 
called into use in the existing pro­ 
gram. They say the existing pro­ 
gram can* for such hard-to-get m a­ 
terials as 50,000 tons of soap, 143,- 
000 tons of salt, etc. 
It is true much is being done now 
that is not being advertised. 
The 
Dow chemical plant, in Michigan, is 
proceeding so rapidly it 
will be 
ready to produce synthetic rubber in 
January. The companies are now 
already producing tires out of re­ 
claimed rubber. 
The army is being told it cannot 
use 
rubber for everything when 
available substitutes will do just 
as well. 


Old Ga# Plant* Usable 


Much criticism has been offered 
of government cancellation of Lh£__ 
$ 110.000.CXH) Indiana synthetic en­ 
gineering plant, but it appears the 
cancellation came about because tile 
government 
discovered 
old 
gas 
manufacturing plants in Los An­ 
geles 
and 
San 
Francisco, 
which 
could be put in order to produce 
synthetic rubber for only $7.OOO OOO. 
W hat the situation notably need* 
is single headed affirmative gov­ 
ernment leadership, which will pro­ 
mise th at it “can’’ produce as much 
as possible, and a cessation of Uie 
"can t” policy. 
Tire Baruch committee is expected 
to point the way to do this in the 
analytical second section of IU re­ 
port. 


Home Front Change* Needed 


Time is now ripening for an ov­ 
erall change of government home 
war policy to the same affirmative 
ground on many fronts, 
Up to now, the government has 
been stressing the necessity of get­ 
ting as much domestic business as 
possible into the war effort, Other 
lines have been trimmed, cut or 
crushed. 
This was necessary. Tire sudden­ 
ness wi>h which W'e were plunged 
into war required quick conversion 
of utmost economic energy into the 
production of war goods, while other 
lines of business suffered.

Switch Seen Necessary 


It will be found that hi order to 
support tile home front, to enable 
business 
to pay the kind of taxes 
Congress is enacting, to curb infla­ 
tion. to provide employment, and to 
sustain the national economy, the 
government will have to switch to 
a line of encouragement for con­ 
sumer business and production of 
civilian use materials to the fullest 
extent possible. 
Wars can be lost on the home 
front. 
In fact, victory has never 
been won on the battle line by a n a­ 
tion economically disorganized. 


D raft Change Also 


The same change will have to be 
made in draft policy, eventually. 
Up to now, in the rush to raise an 
adequate army, the government has 
been registering and threatening to 
draft everyone, without particular 
regard to physical defects, age, de­ 
pendencies and. in some spots, even 
to war work. 
Such a policy was justifiable, (even 
if not made necessary to the extent 
of Gen. Hershey's recent speeches) 
because the raising of an army was 
a primary consideration. 
But the maintenance of civilian 
life at home is the next considera­ 
tion. The day is not far off when 
the army will be raised and the 
government draft policy will have 
to be refocused to the proposition 
of maintaining the home, the family 
and their support.

Mr Donald Nelson, head of the 
War Production Board, is taking 
more control of supplying war goods 
.. —taking for him­ 
self and his civil­ 
ian board s o m e 
functions of pro­ 
duction 
hitherto 
in the army and 
navy. This is the 
latest phase of a 
commotion which 
fo r w e e k s h a # 
raged about the 
supplying 
of war 
goods, 
and 
cen­ 
sor* Sullivan 
tered around Mr. 
Nelson. About the meaning 
of the 
controversy, it is doubtful 
if the 
public is clear. It is an intricate 
field, involving technical terms of 
organization and management as a 
science — "priorities”, ‘‘allocation", 
"scheduling'’, "procurement”. T h e 
commotion is not as serious as the 
talk about it might imply. Much of 
the controversy is inherent and un­ 
avoidable, some of it is definitely 
wholesome There is no reason to 
apprehend it will not w-ork out well. 


To understand it fully, you would 
need to go back as far as King 
Charles II and Cromwell. The Eng­ 
lish people became suspicious of 
kings, and of armies controlled by 
kines. They were groping toward 
popular government through a legis­ 
lative body. In that spirit they took 
steps which to this day are embed­ 
ded in the governmental practices of 
England and the United States. It 
is part of th at tradition that, for 
example, the heads of our armed 
forces—the secretaries of war and 
navy--are 
always civilians, 
never 
army or navy officers. 


Legislature Controls Purse 


Part of this tradition and usage 
is that the legislative body, Con­ 
gress, shall control the army and 
navy—control by "the power of the 
purse". While Congress appropriates 
money for the armed forces, it does 
not appropriate to the president as 
commander-in-chief. 
If does not 
appropriate to the secretaries of 
war and navy. It. appropriates di­ 
rectly to the various bureaus—ord­ 
nance, munitions, quarterm aster and 
tile like. The heads of the bureaus 
are required to come before com­ 
mittees of Congress, to explain how 
much money they want and why. 
It. is to the bureaus that Congress 
makes appropriations. 


The result is. only the army and 
navy can make contracts for sup­ 
plies--because only they have the 
money. Ordinarily, in peace, this 
works 
perfectly 
well. 
But 
there 
conies a time, iikfctlie present, when 
the contracts let fly the army and 
navy would consume more than half 
the total capacity of the country’— 
when indeed the whole economic 
structure ol the country, and much 
of the social structure, must, be sub­ 
ordinated to making war goods. 


Strict Order* Involved 


This means Issuing orders, strict 
orders — orders to manufacturers 
that they produce this, and stop 
producing that; orders to the whole 
civilian 
population th at they do 
without certain goods, or get along 
with limbed and rationed supplies. 
Such orders must be issued by some 
persons or body having authority. 


Here 
emerge* 
our 
deep-seated 
tradition. We can’t allow tile army 
and navy to Issue such orders a.s 
that, to take so much control over 
tile civilian poplation—ot would be 
too much power for men who wear 
uniforms and have guns. So. to Con­ 
trol the production of war goods. 
we set up a civilian board with a 


civilian head—Mr. Nelson and his 
WPB. 
Between this civilian War Pro­ 
duction 
Board, and the military 
Army-Navy Munitions Board, there 
is delicate division of powers, in­ 
evitable overlapping of authority; 
and between the two a twilight tone 
in which it is difficult to say which 
has 
authority. 
The 
Army-Navy 
board has the power that goes with 
money, for only it can sign con­ 
tracts. But Mr. Nelson, though hav­ 
ing no money, has power to say 
with whom the Army-Navy may 
contact. 


Not So Serious 


It is not as serious a* it sounds, 
or as it could be Such situations 
arise m every area where organiza­ 
tions and groups function. It is a 
case calling for constant contact 
and discussion, mutual understand­ 
ing and co-operation. This actually 
goes on satisfactorily. 
W hat is said here is much over­ 
simplified. and does not cover the 
whole area of commotion. There are 
collateral questions and differences. 
There are some between Mr. Nel­ 
son's 
board. * and 
other 
civilian 
boards. Ought Mr. Nelson s board, if 
it is to conduct its huge job well, to 
include some of the functions now 
exercised by other civilian boards, 
such as Mr. Leon Henderson's func­ 
tion of price control and rationing, 
or Mr. Paul McNutt's many-power 
function, or the War Labor Board. 


Other Questions 


Also, there are questions inside 
Mr, Nelsons board—are some of his 
appointees the best possible? There 
are yet otlier questions—labor lead­ 
ers demand th at they have a hand 
in what Mr. Nelson does. 
There is a psychological impedi­ 
ment to war production which did 
not exist under President Wilson. 
In th at war, every business man, 
and the business community as a 
whole, could accommodate them­ 
selves without apprehension to what 
tile government asked. For they and 
everybody knew it was Wilson’s in­ 
tention that as soon as the war 
ended the emergency controls over 
industry would be demobilized. That 
was an ever-present, cardinal prin­ 
ciple of Wilson's conduct of the war. 
In the present war there Is some 
apprehension lest controls set up for 
war purposes, be retained after the 
war ends. This accounts for some of 
the tension and commotion attend­ 
ing the production of war goods. 


Some Food 
For Thought 
From the Wheeling, 
W. Va., Intelligencer 


In 
connection with the recent 
Senate controversy over elimination 
of the poll tax requirement in the 
soldier ballot bill, a brief exchange 
between Senator Connally, of Texas, 
and a number of his colleagues 
provides food for thought. 
Opposing elimination of the poll 
tax requirement imposed by some 
states, the Texas said he was "not 
wedded to the poll tax,” but Is 
"wedded to the idea of leaving the 
power to fix qualifications of voters 
where the men who wrote the con­ 
stitution lodged it—in the various 
states.” 
And then, in response to remind­ 
ers of various court decision tend­ 
ing to uphold the pending action, 
he retorted that he preferred to 
quote “the men who wrote the con­ 
stitution. not the men who have 
tinkered with it." 
As we say. there is lots of food 
for thought in this little colloquy. 


Note Plan Holds 


Attention of New 


Tax Law Framers

Yet the with­ 
holding tax proposed by the Treas- 
ury would constitute a severe hard­ 
ship next year and possibly mean 
a deferment in payment* anyway 
if not a forfeiting of taxes due to 
inability of many taxpayers to find 
the needed revenue to pay 
two 
years taxes in one. 
There is a plan which could meet 
the obpective on both sides. It would 
not mean a loss of revenue to the 
Treasury. 
It would not mean a 
windfall for any wealthy taxpayers 
and It wouldn't, at the same time, 
work hardship on the vast number 
of taxpayers. It would be simple to 
calculate and operate. 


The plan which is under consid­ 
eration on Capitol Hill would pro­ 
vide th at 1942 taxes be duly figured 
on December 31 next and that every 
taxpayer would 
give the United 
States Government a note palable in 
twenty years so that in the year 
1943 only five per cent of the laxes 
due would become payable. This does 
not mean a five per cent tax on in­ 
come but 
five per cent of 
the 
amount due. 


Added to 1943 Taxes 


Thus if a taxpayer owed the gov­ 
ernm ent *10,000 for his 1942 taxes. 
he would be obliged to pay only *500 
on th at amount during the year 
1943 plus, of course, his 1943 taxes 
which could be made payable at the 
source or by the month in accord­ 
ance with the Treasury* plans and 
suggestions. 


The advantage of the plan is that 
the revenue remain* intact and if 
any taxpayer wants to pay his 1942 
obligation sooner than rn twenty 
years he could be given a discount 
for every annual installment that 
he meets in advance, tile total per­ 
haps not to exceed one-fourth of 
the 1942 tax bill. 


It might be argued that the gov- * 
ernm ent needs the cash and that by 
spreading the 1942 payments over 
twenty years the cash wouldn’t be 
immediately available for war pur­ 
poses, But a note covering a tax 
obligation is ax good as monev in 
the ejes of the Treasury because 
by law it has the right to collect 
out of a man's property or income 
before payments are mad* to any 
other creditors. 


B ank B orrow ing Likely 


If the Treasury wished to raise 
cash it could put up the *10.000.- 
000,000—due 
from 
1942 
taxes—in 
taxpayers' notes as collateral and 
borrow- at the banks for any part of 
this .sum it chooses perhaps up to 
seventy-five per cent of the prin­ 
cipal due. 


It may be asked what would hap­ 
pen if the taxpayer died within the 
next twenty years. The tax would 
be assessed against his estate just 
the same and if he had no monev 
left the government would lose. To 
avoid this loss it might be possible 
to cover any such lass by providing 
a group insurance plan to be re­ 
quire of the taxpayer amounting 
to a 
tiny sum as premium per 
thousand dollars. 


Tins plan might be applied par­ 
ticularly to persons abov# 40 years 
of age. 


Limit at $3,000 


It might also be contended that 
there would be difficulties of ad­ 
m inistration to carry for twenty 
years the notes of so many taxpay­ 
ers. One way out would be for the 
plan to be modified so that all 
taxes below $3,000 be cancelled for 
everybody and that the deferment 
over the tw-enty year period apply 
only to taxes above $3,000 
This 
would mean a big reduction in the 
total number of notes to be carried. 


The importance of getting every 
taxpayer on a current basis is so 
great and the danger* of imposing 
a stiff withholding tax next year 
are also so far-reaching th at the 
plan of deferring—-but not cancel­ 
ling 1942 taxes—might afford a .sim­ 
ple method of transition, without 
any substantial lass of revenue to 
the government. 


No Hardship Seen 


From the practical standpoint tile 
payment of one-twentieth of the 
1942 tax bill next year along with 
tile regular 1943 taxes would not 
be a hardship to anybody and the 
Treasury would not lost any sub­ 
stantial amount of revenue as has 
been argued against the Ruml plan. 


H ie Treasury experts have argu­ 
ed that every taxpayer ought to 
have set aside a portion of his 1942 
Income in anticipation of taxes due 
in 1943 but human nature doesn't 
work th at way—or rather people 
ha*e not been taught to do it in 
thRt manner since the income tax 
first came into effect in 1913. Most 
of 
1942 s Income will have been 
spent by December, 1942, and as 
for the millions of men in uniform, 
how are they going to earn enough 
in 1943 with which to pay 194? 
taxes? Tile twenty-year deferment 
plan would h*lp the service men of 
all classes or income brackets
